were as many as live hundred miners who 
had gathered to hear what lie liad to say. 
At Nclsonvllle the demonstration wns of a 
massive character, there being between six 
uud seven hundred present who had car- 
riages and a band to escort the Governor to 
the public square fur tiie purpose of making 
n speech.
